U.N. reports 60 percent rise 
in civilians killed in fighting 

KABUL, AFGHANISTAN I The number of civil- 
ians killed in fighting between insurgents 
and security forces in Afghanistan has soared 
by two -thirds in the first half of this year, 
to almost 700 people, a senior U.N. official 
said Sunday. 

The figures are a grim reminder of how the 
nearly seven-year war has failed to stabilize 
the country and suggest 
that ordinary civilians are 
bearing a heavy toll, par- 
ticularly from stepped-up 
militant attacks. 

John Holmes, the 
world body’s humanitar- 
ian affairs chief, said the 
insecurity was making it 
increasingly difficult to 
deliver emergency aid to 
poor Afghans hit by the 
global food crisis. 

“Most of those casual- 

ties are caused by the insurgents, who seem 
to have no regard for civilian life, but there 
are also still significant numbers caused by 
the international military forces,” Holmes 
told reporters in Kabul. 

U.N. figures show that 698 civilians have 
died as a result of the fighting in the first half 
of this year, Holmes said. That compares to 
430 in the first six months of 2007- Holmes 
said the proportion of civilian casualties caused 
by security forces had dropped considerably 
and that clashes had become less dangerous 
to ordinary Afghans, (ap)

Restaurants change 
their recipes to adhere 
to new trans-fat ban 

N EW YORK I Making cannoli is seri- 
ous business in New York. It’s a des- 
sert so tempting that even a hit man 
in the “Godfather” couldn’t leave a 
box behind. 

But even the most respected 
chefs of this and other pastries are 
being ordered to make changes 
by Tuesday — the day New York’s 
trans-fat ban takes full effect. 

Starting this week, the ban 
extends to almost all prepared food 
in restaurants, bakeries, cafeterias, 
salad bars and food carts. 


Chefs who relied on trans fats 
to make their pie crusts flaky, their 
crackers crispy and their muffins 
moist have worked overtime finding 
substitute ingredients. They have 
burned through hundreds of gal- 
lons of oil, shortening and marga- 
rine trying to retool old recipes. 

Yet, with the deadline looming, 
it appears that few, if any, foods are 
getting whacked. 

Fast food giants from McDon- 
ald’s to Taco Bell say they have 
banished trans fats without hav- 
ing to drop a single item from their 
menu. Even the cannoli has been 
spared. 

New York’s biggest maker of 
fried dough shells for the classic

Italian dessert reports that after 
four months of sometimes frus- 
trating experimentation, cooks 
finally produced a trans -fat-free 
replacement that is just as crisp 
and delicious as the original. 

“There is a little difference in 
taste,” acknowledged Mauricio 
Vasquez, general manager of Ariola 
Foods, which has been turning out 
pastries in Queens for 85 years. 

City health commissioner Thom- 
as Frieden, who launched the anti- 
trans fat initiative, said it is too early 
to tell what percentage of the city’s 
restaurants will comply by Tuesday. 
But he said his department had 
heard relatively few complaints so

Airlines to Enforce Carry-On Rules

Large bags won’t be 
allowed in the cabins 
of some major carriers 

PHOENIX | Admit it: That chunky 
carry-on bag of yours would never 
fit into the sample box displayed 
outside the airport gate. 

Don’t expect that bag to get a 
free ride for long. 

Checked bags are now a money- 
maker for US Airways, American 
Airlines and United Airlines, and 
officials say they’re going to keep 
a closer watch on how much you 
take on board as they begin their 
new baggage fees. 

“We’re planning on having extra 
staff where possible, especially at 
peak times at busy airports,” US 
Airways spokesman Morgan Dur- 
rant said. 


The airlines point out that the 
carry-on policy came from the Fed- 
eral Aviation Administration, not 


the industry, and they have an obli- 
gation to keep people from sneaking 
bulky bags onto planes. Not only is

it unfair to the honest, fee-paying 
traveler, they say, but it would also 
overload the overhead bins and force 
gate crews to delay takeoffs. 

But the added scrutiny means 
something else, too. Every passen- 
ger is going to have to start follow- 
ing the rules. 

People who are accustomed to 
boarding with a large roller case 
might find themselves handing $15 
to an airline employee before they 


get through security. 

“It’s up to us to get to them 
before they get too far in line and 
say, Ma’am or Sir, you need to check 
that bag,”’ said Mark Dupont, Amer- 
ican’s senior vice president of air- 
port services planning. 

Dan Weisberg, 51, a business- 
man, said he is happy the airlines 
are devoting extra employees to 
policing carry-ons. 

“This is going to create bedlam 
in the overhead compartments,” 
Weisberg said. 

The new fees may finally force a 
lot of people to start following the 
federal carry-on guidelines, said 
Laura Glading, president of the 
Association of Professional Flight 
Attendants. 

“We’re very reluctant to be sepa- 
rated from our bags,” Glading said. 
“I imagine that that reluctance for 
passengers will grow into sheer hor- 
ror now that they not only have their 
bag taken away, but they now have 
to pay for that.” chris kahn (ap)

Defiant Mugabe Holds Inauguration 



Zimbabwe’s president 
sworn in for 6th term 
after controversial vote 

HARARE, ZIMBABWE I Zimbabwe’s 
longtime ruler Robert Mugabe 
was sworn in as president for a 
sixth term Sunday after a widely 
discredited runoff in which he was 
the only candidate. His main rival 
dismissed the inauguration as “an 
exercise in self-delusion.” 

Just hours after electoral offi- 
cials said Mugabe won Friday’s 
presidential runoff, which observ- 
ers said was marred by violence and 
intimidation, the 84 -year-old leader 
sounded a conciliatory note. 

“Sooner or later, as diverse polit- 
ical parties, we shall start serious 
talks,” he said in a speech following 
his swearing-in. He also had prom- 
ised talks on the eve of the vote.

Israel OKs Hezbollah Prisoner Deal 


Man held for 3 killings 
is traded in exchange 
for 2 soldiers’ bodies 

JERUSALEMl The Israeli government 
agreed Sunday to free a Lebanese 
gunman convicted in one of the 
grisliest attacks in the country’s 
history in exchange for the bod- 
ies of two Israeli soldiers killed by 
Hezbollah guerrillas. 

The German-mediated deal was 
a rare political victory for embattled 
Prime Minister Ehud Olmert and 
closed a chapter from Israel’s incon- 
clusive war against the Lebanese 
militant group two years ago. 

But critics warned that the deal’s 
heavy price for Israel could offer mili- 
tant groups an even greater incentive

to kill captive soldiers. In Lebanon 
Sunday, Hezbollah declared victory 
and planned celebrations. 

Israel’s Cabinet voted 22-3 to OK 
the deal to return the bodies of Ehud 
Goldwasser and Eldad Regev, cap- 
tured by Hezbollah in a July 2006 


cross-border raid that sparked a 
vicious monthlong war. 

Before a six-hour Cabinet debate, 
Olmert announced for the first time 
that the soldiers were dead. He nev- 
ertheless pushed for the deal to be 
approved, citing the country’s deep 
moral commitment to its dead and 
captive soldiers. “Since we were 
children, we have been taught that 
we don’t leave wounded in the field 
and we don’t leave soldiers in captiv- 
ity without doing all we can to free 
them,” he said.

PARIS I France’s first lady sings in 
English and dreams in Italian, and 
the president’s roots reach to Hun- 
gary and Greece. Nicolas Sarkozy 
and Carla Bruni- Sarkozy could be 
a metaphor for a harmonious, bor- 
derless Europe. 

The real Europe is a cacopho- 
nous and conflicted place, though, 
as the Sarkozys will soon discov- 
er: On Tuesday, they become the 
continent’s public face, as France 
takes over the presidency of the 
27-nation European Union from 
Slovenia. 

Sarkozy inherits an EU facing 
slowing growth, rising inflation 
and soaring fuel prices — and mired 
in doubt about its future after Irish 
voters rejected a treaty meant to tie 
the bloc closer together.

Chinese Riot Over 
Teenager’s Death 


Alleged cover-up spurs 
thousands to storm 
police station in protest 

BEIJING I Thousands of people 
thronged a police station in south- 
western China to protest the alleged 
cover-up of a teenage girl’s rape and 
murder, witnesses and officials 
reported Sunday. The crowd set fire 
to a government building complex 
and several police vehicles. 

The violence, which began Sat- 
urday, was brought under control 
by authorities around 2 a.m. Sun- 
day. There were conflicting reports 
about the number of injuries and 
arrests as news of the riot spread 
over the Internet. Pictures and video 
from the incident were posted on 
Chinese online discussion forums 
and Web sites but quickly became 
inaccessible, ostensibly as govern- 
ment censors stepped in. 


Spasms of public anger against 
perceived injustices or govern- 
ment corruption occur periodi- 
cally in China, but this weekend’s 
riot, in the seat of Wengan Coun- 
ty in Guizhou province, was larger 
and more destructive than many. 
The government has been anxious 
to contain such incidents, especially 
as it prepares to host the Olympic 
Games in August, pledging to show 
the world its prosperous, “harmo- 
nious” society, as the ruling Com- 
munist Party calls it. 

Children as young as 12 began 
blocking the entrance to the police 
station Saturday afternoon, said 
a middle school teacher who wit- 
nessed the incident. The teacher, 
who identified himself only by his 
surname, Zhang, saw students carry 
two police cruisers into the building’s 
first floor and set them ablaze. “Police 
could not control them,” he said.

Gay Rights Activists March in India 


Demonstrations held 
ahead of court case 
about homosexual sex 

NEW DELHI | Men wore sparkling 
saris, women wore rainbow boas 
and hundreds of people chanted 
for gay rights in three Indian cit- 
ies Sunday in the largest display 
of gay pride in the deeply conser- 
vative country where homosexual 
acts are illegal. 

Gay rights supporters took to 
the streets of Calcutta, Bangalore 
and New Delhi to call for an end to 
discrimination and push for accep- 
tance in a society where intolerance 
is widespread. 

“This is a national coming-out 
party,” said Alok Gupta, a lawyer 
from Mumbai, as he stood among 
several hundred activists in New

Delhi. “This is a simple thing: We 
are seeking the right to love.” 

While small groups have marched 
in the eastern city of Calcutta in 
recent years, Sunday’s events were 
the first gay pride parades in Ban- 
galore and New Delhi. Several hun- 
dred people turned out at each of 
the three events. 

The marches came days before 
the Delhi High Court is expected 
to hear arguments on overturning 
a law against homosexual sex that 
dates to the British colonial era. 
The law, which forbids sexual acts 
“against the order of nature,” car- 
ries punishment of up to 10 years 
in prison. 

The protests in all three cities 
were peaceful, though the num- 
ber of police and journalists likely 
matched that of the marchers.

Iraqi Guards Foil

B AG H DAD I Iraqi guards opened fire 
on a female suicide bomber on Sun- 
day and triggered her explosives belt 
before she reached their headquar- 
ters, foiling the latest of more than 
20 suicide missions by women this 
year, military officials said.

D.C. United Outshines Beckham, 4-1 


Emilio scores twice 
to help United rout 
the defenseless Galaxy 

U N I T E D I Judging by the number of 
No. 23 jerseys circulating through

during United’s six-game unbeat- 
en streak, and observed embattled 
goalkeeper Zach Wells make several 
excellent saves in his finest perfor- 
mance of the season.

And in the 
most emotional moment of the day, 
they provided a thunderous ovation 
for veteran midfielder Ben Olsen, 
who made his 2008 debut in the 
second half after being sidelined 
because of a career-threatening 
ankle injury.

“When everyone 
is playing this way, it makes it easy.”

19 -year-old becomes 
the youngest winner 
of U.S. Womens Open 

WOMEN’S GOLF I Two weeks away 
from her 20th birthday, Inbee 
Park became the youngest winner 
of the U.S. Women’s Open on Sun- 
day by closing with a 2 -under 71 as 
everyone around her faded away at 
Interlachen. 

Park didn’t make a bogey over 
the final 10 holes, pulling away with 
three clutch putts early on the back 
nine and building a four- shot lead 
going to the final hole. She finished 
with a tap -in birdie, and a few of 
her fellow South Koreans doused 
her with beer. 

The victory came 10 years after 
Park took up the game, inspired by 
watching Se Ri Pak win the Wom- 
en’s Open at Blackwolf Run to 
become the youngest champion 
at age 20. 

“It’s really an honor and very 
special for me that I won the event 
10 years after I start playing,” Park 
said. “Everything happened so fast. 
It’s scary. I really tried to stay calm, 
but it was so exciting, I couldn’t do 
it. This is my day.” 

Park finished at 9 -under 283 and 


earned $585,000 from the richest 
purse in women’s golf. Her four- 
shot victory over Helen Alfredsson 
of Sweden was the largest in the 
Women’s Open since Karrie Webb 
won by eight shots in 2001. 

No one imagined the only drama 
on the back nine would come from 
Annika Sorenstam, who was never 
in contention competing in her final 
Women’s Open before retirement at 
the end of the season. 


Her final shot was a 6-iron from 
199 yards that tumbled into the cup 
for eagle. 

“Leaving with another great 
memory, that’s for sure,” Sorens- 
tam said after closing with a 78 to 
finish 12 shots behind in a tie for 
24th. “Maybe not the one I had in 
mind, but I’ll take it.” 

Park was the only player to break 
par all four days at Interlachen.

Germany has won three Euros 
and three World Cups, but was 
no match in this final.“We had a 
great tournament but made one 
mistake too many,” Germany cap- 
tain Michael Ballack said. “We 
were lacking of power against a 
great Spanish team. We couldn’t 
keep up with them.” 

Torres, who had 33 goals for Liv- 
erpool this season but has been invis- 
ible in Euros, came through off a bril- 
liant feed from Xavi Hernandez. 

Germany goalkeeper Jens Lehm- 
ann charged from his net when he 
saw that defender Philipp Lahm was 
beaten on the right side. But Torres 
chipped the ball over the sliding 
Lehmann and into the goal. 

“Spain played very well dur- 
ing the whole tournament, and 
they were technically excellent,” 
Germany coach Joachim Loew 
said. “They fully deserve victory.”

OLYMPICS I Tyson Gay has run the 
fastest 100 meters in any conditions, 
a wind- aided 9.68 seconds, to qual- 
ify for the U.S. Olympic team. 

The time doesn’t count as a world 
record because it was run with the 
help of a wind blowing at 4.1 meters 
per second. Anything above 2.0 is 
not allowed. 

Gay, the 100 and 200 world 
champion, will be 
joined at the Bei- 
jing Olympics by 
Walter Dix, who 
was second on 
Sunday in 9.80, 
and Darvis Pat- 
ton in 9.84. 

Wearing a 
royal blue uniform with red and 
white diagonal stripes across the 
front, along with matching shoes, 
all in a tribute to 1936 Olympic 
star Jesse Owens, Gay dominated 
the competition. He started well and 
pulled out to a comfortable lead by 
the 40 -meter mark. 

This time, he kept pumping 
those legs all the way through the 
finish line, extending his lead. In 
Saturday’s opening heat, Gay pulled 
way up, way too soon, and nearly 
was caught by the field, before 
accelerating again and lunging in 
for fourth place, (ap)

Frightened Rabbit Socializes 


The Scottish band 
makes its friendly 
debut in the States 

N 0T S 0 S H Y I Scott Hutchison was so 
shy as a kid that he’d retreat into a 
corner of a room during social situa- 
tions and not say a word. His anxiety 
was so acute his mother compared 
him to a “frightened rabbit.” 

The name stuck, even if Hutchi- 
son’s more comfortable in a crowd 
now, especially since his band, 
Frightened Rabbit, has been 
drawing bigger and bigger audi- 
ences to its emotionally raw and 
melodically rich songs. “Good 
Arms vs. Bad Arms,” from Fright-

ened Rabbit’s recent album, “The 
Midnight Organ Fight,” made it 
onto “Grey’s Anatomy,” which is 
the same show that helped break 
Snow Patrol, another formerly 
scrappy Scottish indie band, into 
the American mainstream. 

“I don’t watch ‘Grey’s Anato- 
my,”’ Hutchison said, “but part of 
my brain really just enjoys that side 
of media and life — it’s kind of cozy 
[working in the mainstream]. But 
I guess there’s a side of the music

that’s not so cozy as well, which, 
hopefully, sets us apart from sound- 
ing like the Care Bears.” 

It’s not that Hutchinson aspires 
to win the hearts of teenagers in 
middle America with his ear- 
nest and open songs about rela- 
tionships gone sour and personal 
demons, but he also has no desire 
to keep Frightened Rabbit in the 
indie -rock ghetto. 

“I’ve always had more poppy 
ambitions,” he said. 

“The Midnight Organ Fight” was 
produced by Peter Katis, who has 
recorded Interpol, Spoon and the 
National, and he captured Fright- 
ened Rabbit’s passion — particu- 
larly Hutchison’s gorgeously crack- 


ing, brogue -heavy voice — in away 
the group’s first record, “Sing the 
Greys,” only hinted at. 

But it’s not just the sound of 
“The Midnight Organ Fight” that’s 
improved; Hutchison’s compositions 
on the CD are even more sharply 
drawn character sketches that wres- 
tle with faith (“Head Rolls Off”), 
self-destruction (“Keep Yourself 
Warm”) and his tortured love life 
with one particular woman — who 
is well aware the album is all about 
her. Is she bothered or flattered by 
Hutchison’s attention? 

“I don’t know about flattered,” he 
laughs. “I’ve never spoken about it 
at length [with her] . It’s perhaps the 
best means I have to communicate.”

U H 0 H I It wasn’t exactly magical 
when Charlize Theron and Will 
Smith last appeared together on- 
screen — in 2000’s “The Legend 
of Bagger Vance.” The golf fantasy 
swung and missed at the box office, 
proving that even an A-list cast and 
a famous director (Robert Redford) 
can’t overcome bad material. 

Yet “Bagger Vance” holds only 
happy memories for Theron. 

“Will and I just hit it off,” she 
recalls. “There’s something about 
me and him — we’re very similar 
people.” 

They got along famously dur- 
ing production, she reports, con- 
stantly pulling pranks on each 
other and generally having a good 
time. And they’ve remained friends 
ever since. 

Theron and Smith get a rematch 
in the summer holiday spectacle 
“Hancock.” 

Smith, 39, plays a misanthropic 
superhero who saves lives but leaves 
a path of destruction in his wake. 
The public is fed up and wants him 
to leave town. Dismayed, Hancock 


resorts to excessive drinking and 
antisocial behavior. Superman 
he ain’t. 

Then Hancock meets Ray (Jason 
Bateman), a public relations execu- 
tive who promises to help him clean 
up his image. Theron plays Ray’s 
wife, Mary, who isn’t keen on Han- 
cock and doesn’t want him in her 
tidy suburban home. When her hus- 
band isn’t looking, she makes her 
feelings clear to the scruffy super- 
hero. But something deeper is going 
on between these two — and let’s 
leave it at that. 


Theron hopes the unconvention- 
al story will appeal to moviegoers 
looking for something different. 
“The thing that really drove me 
about the material was the chem- 
istry, this relationship between a 
superhero and this woman,” she 
says. “You set up a woman in this 
perfect life with this great hus- 
band, and she’s a stepmom, too. 
And then throw her into a world 
where she has to choose. It liter- 
ally gives the middle finger to the 
[superhero] genre.” angela dawson

He reveals himself to be an under- 
rated emcee, a slightly less imagina- 
tive version of Ghostface Killah, the 
Wu-Tang member with the greatest 
gift for left-field lyricism. 

Of course, RZA is more a pro- 
ducer than a rapper, and it’s for that 
reason that “Digi Snacks” truly dis- 
appoints. Stacked with would-be 
club and jeep jams, the album push- 
es a broad, populist hip-hop that 
has never been RZA’s bag. 

His strength lies in harsh beats 
and phantom piano, elements he has 
long used to conjure urban para- 
noia and alienation. Here, cast in 
a mainstream light, he’s stripped of 
his powers — Superman in kryp- 
tonite bling. kenneth partidge

A historian looks into 
what our tainted past 
says about our future 

BATTLE ROYALE I The convention- 
al view of the 20th century traces 
a terrible trail of wars involving 
the United States. Historian Niall 
Ferguson sees this stretch of recur- 
ring violence as a single, unrelenting 
“war of the world” that began with 
Japan’s invasion of Russia in 1904, 
continuing through World War II 
and the Korean War all the way to 
what he dubs an ongoing “Third 
World’s War.” 

Ferguson is the host of the three- 
part PBS series “The War of the 
World,” which explores the notion 
that such a new broad-based con- 
flict could replay itself in the 21st 
century.

History 


Archaeologists study 
noisemakers for clues 
about ancient Mexico 

Scientists were fascinated by the 
ghostly find: a human skeleton buried 
in an Aztec temple with a clay skull- 
shaped whistle in each bony hand. 
But no one blew into the noisemakers 
for nearly 15 years. When someone 
finally did, the shrill, windy screech 
made the spine tingle. If death had 
a sound, this was it. 

Roberto Velazquez believes 
the Aztecs played this mournful 
wail from the so-called Whistles 
of Death before they were sacri- 
ficed to the gods. The 66 -year- old 
mechanical engineer has devoted his 
career to re-creating the sounds of 
his pre-Columbian ancestors, pro- 
ducing hundreds of replicas of whis- 
tles, flutes and wind instruments 
unearthed in Mexico’s ruins. 

For years, many archaeologists 
who uncovered ancient noisemakers 
dismissed them as toys. Museums 
relegated them to warehouses. But 
while most studies and exhibits of 
ancient cultures focus on how they 
looked, Velazquez said the noise- 
makers provide a rare glimpse into 
how they sounded. 

“We’ve been looking at our 
ancient culture as if they were deaf 
and mute,” he said. “But I think all 
of this is tied closely to what they 
did, how they thought.” 

Velazquez is part of a growing 
field of study that includes archae- 
ologists, musicians and historians. 
Medical doctors are interested, too, 
believing the Aztecs may have used 
sound to treat illnesses. 

Noisemakers made of clay, tur- 
key feathers, sugar cane, frog skins 
and other natural materials were an 
integral part of pre-Columbian life, 
found at nearly every Mayan site. 

The Aztecs sounded the low, fog- 
horn hum of conch shells at the start

of ceremonies and possibly during 
wars to communicate strategies. 
Hunters likely used animal- shaped 
ocarinas to produce throaty grunts 
that lured deer. 


The modern-day archaeolo- 
gists who came up with the term 
Whistles of Death believe they 
were meant to help the deceased 
journey into the underworld, while 


tribes are said to have emitted ter- 
rifying sounds to fend off enemies, 
much like high-tech crowd- control 
devices available today. Experts also 
believe pre-Columbian tribes used

some of the instruments to send the 
human brain into a dream state and 
treat certain illnesses. 

Sounds still play an important 
role in Mexican society. A cow bell 
announces the arrival of the garbage 
truck outside Mexico City homes. A 
trilling, tuneless flute heralds the 
knife sharpener’s arrival. 

But pre-Columbian instru- 
ments often end up in a warehouse, 
Velazquez said, “and I’m talking 
about museums around the world 
doing this, not just here.” 

That’s changing, said Tomas Bar- 
rientos, director of the archaeology 
department at Del Valle University 
of Guatemala. “Ten years ago, noth- 
ing was known about this,” he said. 
“But with the opening up of muse- 
um collections and people’s private 
collections, it’s an area of research 
that is growing in importance.”

Large Hadron Collider 
spawns fears about 
the end of the world 

The most powerful atom-smasher 
ever built could make some bizarre 
discoveries, such as invisible matter 
or extra dimensions in space, after 
it is switched on in August. 

But some critics fear the Large 
Hadron Collider could exceed phys- 
icists’ wildest conjectures: Will 
it spawn a black hole that could 
swallow Earth? Or will it spit out 
particles that could turn the planet 
into a hot dead clump? 

That’s ridiculous, say scientists 
at the European Organization for 
Nuclear Research — known by its 
French initials CERN — some of 
whom have been working for a gen- 
eration on the $5.8 billion collider, 
or LHC. “Obviously, the world will 
not end when the LHC switches on,” 
said project leader Lyn Evans. 

David Francis, a physicist on 


the collider’s huge ATLAS particle 
detector, smiled when asked wheth- 
er he worried about black holes and 
hypothetical killer particles known 
as strangelets. “If I thought that this 
was going to happen, I would be well 
away from here,” he said. 


The collider basically consists 
of a ring of supercooled magnets 17 
miles in circumference attached to 
huge barrel- shaped detectors. The 
ring, which straddles the French 
and Swiss border, is buried 330 
feet underground. 


The collid- 
er could find 
evidence of 
extra dimen- 
sions, a boon 
for superstring 
theory. 


The machine, which has been 
called the largest scientific exper- 
iment in history, isn’t expected to 
begin test runs until August, and 
ramping up to full power could take 
months. But once it is working, it 
is expected to produce some star- 
tling findings. 

Scientists plan to hunt for signs 
of the invisible “dark matter” and 
“dark energy” that make up more 
than 96 percent of the universe, and 
hope to glimpse the elusive Higgs 
boson, a so -far undiscovered par- 
ticle thought to give matter its 
mass. The collider could find evi- 
dence of extra dimensions, a boon 
for superstring theory, which holds 


that quarks, the particles that make 
up atoms, are infinitesimal vibrat- 
ing strings. 

The safety of the collider, which 
will generate energies seven times 
greater than its most powerful 
rival, has been debated for years. 
The physicist Martin Rees has esti- 
mated the chance of an accelerator 
producing a global catastrophe at 
one in 50 million — long odds, to 
be sure, but about the same as win- 
ning some lotteries. 

By contrast, a CERN team this 
month issued a report concluding 
that there is “no conceivable danger” 
of a cataclysmic event. The report 
essentially confirmed the findings 
of a 2003 CERN safety report, and 
a panel of five prominent scientists 
not affiliated with CERN endorsed 
its conclusions. 

Critics of the LHC filed a law- 
suit in a Hawaiian court in March 
seeking to block its startup, alleg- 
ing that there was “a significant risk 
that . . . operation of the Collider may 
have unintended consequences 
which could ultimately result in 
the destruction of our planet.” 

In rebutting doomsday scenar- 
ios, CERN scientists point out that 
cosmic rays have been bombarding 
Earth and triggering collisions simi- 
lar to those planned for the collider, 
since the solar system formed 4.5 bil- 
lion years ago. And, so far, Earth has 
survived, douglas birch (ap)
